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THREE MEN IN CUSTODY. 

William Cahill, 4 Rainsford avenue, Dublin, 
was remanded until Friday next, by Mr.

The New Zealand XV., thougw slight dis- 
organised through some of the + wll ony ms IE 
from Msgaitiúon, continued their winning career 
when at Birkenhead on Saturday they defeated 
( heshire by six tries to a goal. A full programme 
of Senior club matches was carried out in Dublin, 
the most notable achievement being that of Dublin 
University, who defeated Bective Rangers by 3 
goals (1 penalty) and 1 try to 1 goal. Wunderers 
inaintained their unbeaten record by playing a 
drawn game with Lansdowne. University College 
got together most of last year’s team to oppose 
Old Wesley, but suffered through lack of training, 
and the Old Wesley side, who are playing in good 
form this season, won by a dropped goal and a 
iry t© a try. Monkstown proved much too strong 
for Clontarf, beating the latter by the bie margin 
of 25 pointe, and Blackrock College, who, like 
University College, were making a first appearance, 
accounted for Palmerston by 15 points to 3. 


ILLNESS AMONG THE ALL 
BLACKS. 


Several members of the New Zealand team com- 
plained of illness on Saturday morning. The 
symptoms pointed to ptomaine poisoning, and it 
was feared at one time that this would affect their 
chances considerably in the match with Cheshire 
af Birkenhead. Happily the majority of the men 
were not seriously ill, Parker being the worst case. 
In an interview, Mr. &. F. Dean, the manager, 
could. not account for the outbreak. “I myself,” 
he said, “ was among the first to feel the attack 
on Friday morning. A few more of the party 
were taken ill in the afternoon, and some are 
more seriously affected thre, others. I have not 
been kept indoors. It is some sort of gastric 
trouble or a mild form of ptomaine poisoning, but 
it Is not sufficiently serious to require the atten- 
tion of a doctor. I have treated the party with 
physic. The trouble was probably caused by some 
fish or frozen meat we have eaten, but when we 
ate it I cannot gay.” 


NEW ZEALAND (18) V. CHESHIRE

The New Zealand XV. continued their sequence 
of victories when, on Saturday, at Birkenhead, in 
the presence of 15,000 spectaters, they defeated 
Cheshire by 6 tries to a goal, or 18 points to 5.

HEAVY IRISH DEFEAT.

The English League XI. achieved a hollow vic- 
tery over the Irish League team at Belfast on 
Saturday.

The goalkeeper and backs had an wnenviable role 
to play, and they did as well as could be expected 
in the circumstanees, but with Burns a complete 
failure at centre half and Rushe quite unable to 
keep his forwards tegether it was not surprising to 
see the match go so badly against their side. To 
ay that the team was oufclassed is putting ia 
mildly. and yet it was not a great team which de- 
feated them so decisively. 

The Englieh defence was steady, and the forw: ds 
and half-backs played attractive football; but it 
was not the type of football to which a strong 
Scottish side would submit. There was no virility 
about it, and the short passing on the sloppy 
ground became altogcther monotonous. 

Two players alone distinguished thcemselves— 
Bedford and Kelly. Kelly, in addition to scoring a 
goal, made some splendid openings for his centre, 
and it was mainiy through the wnselfishness of the 
English inside right that Bedford was able to reap a 
harvest of goals, four shots, all told, of his beating 
Gough.

The keenness of the interest manifested in the

Bodmin Guildhall was crowded last “Satutday 
morning, when Frank Carlyle - Kestler 
Mitchell, O.B.E., formerly managing. director 
of the Agricultural Wholesale y, was 
charged on remand with having forged and 
uttered a ban!:er’s cheque for the payment of 
£3,853 at Bodmin tg is 5th of last year. 
He was also similarly charged in respect of a 
cheque for £501 on March 8th, 1925, and a 
cheque for £1,433 18s. 7d. at Camborne on 
October 19th of last vear. 

Mr. Paling, from the Office of the Director 
of Public Prosecutions, appeared to prose- 
cute, and Mr. Lind Pratt, barrister, defended. 

Mr. F. D. Acland, of Killerton, Exeter, a 
director of the Wholesale Agricultural 
Society, said, to facilitate the business of the 
Society, he was accustomed to sign a certain 
number of blank cheques. He signed the 
three cheques (produced) in blank. The de- 
fendant had. authority to draw cheques and 
sign cheques on the Society’s business. He 
cuaranteed for a certain time, and under cer- 
tain circumstances, an overdraft in connection 
with defendant’s private account at a Cam- 
borne bank. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Pratt, the witness 
said that no man worked harder, better or 
more loyally than did Mitchell, who was 
managing director of the company. Mitchell 
was given a comparatively small salary by 
reason of the fact that he would not be able 
to devote his whole time to the Society. As 
a matter of fact, the Society’s work necessi- 
tated Mitchell’s whole time and attention. 

In reply to Mr. Paling, the witness ad- 
mitted that the Society met with big losses, 
going into some six figures, during 1920: He 
was not aware that the defendant had said 
that he wag responsible for such losses. 

Mr. George Martyn, of Liskeard, gave 
evidence of the sale of the business of Martyn 
and Co., Wadebridge, of which he was the 

rincipal shareholder, to Cornwall Farmers, 
td., in which the defendant. was interested. 
The witness desired to go abroad, and 
Mitchell, who was his son-in-law, agreed to 
purchase his (witness’s) share in the ek we 4 
for £16,000. This was paid for £7,500 in cas 
and the remainder by bills. On March 7th, 
1923, the defendant paid him a cheque for 
£500 in return. for the amount due on the 
first bill. 

William Charles Stephen, Kingston Hill, 
Surrey, said, on February Ist, 1920, he was 
appointed secretary to -the Agricultural 
Wholesale Society. Defendant at that time 
was managing director, and Mr. Acland was 
also a director, with Sir ie Scott chairman of 
directors. , 
the Agricultural Wholesale Society Develop- 
ment Company. At no timé was the witness 
an official of this company, and he knew 
nothing of its affairs. The three cheques. pro- 
duced were drawn on the Agriculturat Whole- 
sale Society and were signed by him, As to 
the cheque for £3,853 2s. 6d. his recollection 
was that the previous day Mr. Mitchell gave 
him a cheque in favour of the Agricultarsl 
Wholesale Society drawn by the Development 
Company for £4,700, and that the cheque for 
£3,853 2s. 6d. was contra to the other one— 
in other words, the Agricultural Wholesale 
Society was getting the benefit of £800 or 
£900 for the transaction. 

Mr. Percy Potter, a chartered accountant, 
of Bakewell, Derbyshire, stated that in con- 
nection with the winding-up order made 
against the Agricultural Wholesale Society, 
he saw defendant at his flat in Pont’ street, 
London, agd they discussed the affairs of the 
Agricultural Wholesale Society, particularly 
with reference to the drawing of certain 
cheques. With regard to the three cheques 
mentioned in the charge, Mitchell told him 
they had been used for his own private pur- 
oses ; in fact, he made the fullest confession. 
Mitchell admitted that besides the three 
cheques he was also indebted to the Society 
for an overdraft on his salaries account, the 
whole amounting to about £8,000. 

Inspector Basher, of Bodmin, detailed the 
arrest of defendant at New Scotland Yard on 
October 4th on a warrant. In reply to the 
charge he said: “I have never forged any- 
thing in my life.”’ | 

The accused, who pleaded not guilty and 
reserved his defence, was committed for trial.

RECONSTRUCTION IN 
SACKVILLE STREET. 


LARGE EXPENDITURE BY 


MESSRS. GILBEY. 


During the civil strife of 1922 amongst the 
places in Dublin that suffered serious damage 
was Sackville street. A great me of its cóm- 
mercial heart was burnt out of the city, and 
the present deplorable state of what was once 
the ‘finest street in Europe’’ is evidence of 
the great destruction that was wrought, 
Amongst the concerns whose premises sus- 
tained serious damage is the firm of Messrs, 
W. and A. Gilbey, Ltd. <As is well known, 
this is one of the largest firms of wine. mer- 
chants in the world. Their central offices 
aro at} 46 and 47 Upper Sackville 
street, and they have. twenty-seven branch 
dépéts in the city and suburbs, sa 
in Belfast, and sixteen in other towns throug 
the country. The firm first established itseif 
in Dublin in 1858, in premises at the east 
side of the street, almost opposite the premises 
which they now occupy. ese premises were 
then two private dwellings. of the Georgian 
era, whose internal arrangements were on a 
luxurious scale, as, indeed, they. are to-day. 
During the disturbances of July, 1922, Messrs. 
Gilbey’s premises were attacked from a narrow 
lane at the rear, and were greatly damaged 
by fire. The handsome front gave nd indica- 
tion of the wreck that was wrought. 

When the directors learned of the damage 
they gave directions that the work of recon- 
struction should be undertaken without uh. 
necessary delay. It is only a day or two since 
the last touch was put to the work and that 
the last workman left the premises. Under 
the cáre of Mr. George L.. O’Connor, C.E., 
the building has been reconstructed. the old 
Georgian plaster work, the decorated cornices. 
ceilings and joinery work have been faithfully 
reproduced, the builders. being Messrs. 8. .H. 
Bolton and Sons. The furniture of the beau- 
tiful rooms upstaits, damaged by water, was 
renovated and restored by. Messrs. Millar 
and Beatty, who also supplied and fitted the 
entire offices with linoleum. The total amount 
expended by the firm was about £12,000, al- 
though the compensation awarded under the 
Compensation Act was only £5,000. The offices 
and warehouses have been centrally heated by 
Maguire and Gatchell. 

To mark the re-opening of the reconstructed 
premises, the Irish manager of the company 
(Mr. C. J. Hyder) entertained a number of 
business friends and others at luncheon. 
Amongst these were Sir Thomas Robinson, 
Messrs. W. Monaghan, of Messrs. M. TI.

ir omas Robinson proposed succesa to 
the firm of Gilbey, Lid. He said that the 
firm, was popular in Ireland. After many 
years’ experience in business himself, he 
was convinced that nothing paid better 
than keeping exactly to quality, and selling 
exactly the commodity that was advertised. 
No firm in Dublin had a higher reputation 
for selling exactly what they advertised than 
Gilbey’s.

Judge Doyle seid that he had considered 
the question of his jurisdiction from every 
possible point of view, and was forced to the 
conclusion no appeal lay. In his opinion the 
effect of the successive legislation by which 
the present system of legal administration had 
superceded the old system was to set up 
relations between the District Court and the 
Circuit Court different in many respects from 
that which existed in criminal matters be- 
tween the Quarter Sessions and the Petty 
Sessions. That old relation was kept alive 
as regards the Quarter Sessions during the 
existence of temporary District. Justices, and 
was transferred to the Circuit as inheriting 
the Quarter Seasons jurisdiction when 
the Courts of Justice Act, Part 2, was 
brought into operation, but under Part 3 of 
the Act the old Petty Sessions jurisdiction 
passed from the temporary District Justices 
to the new District Court, not solely by 
virtue of Section 78, but rather by reason of 
the combined operation of that section and 
Section 85. The District Court was placed 
in much the same position as regards appeals 
as the old courts before the passing of the 
Act of 1914. It followed that the appeal is 
in all cases subject to the provisions of 
Section 85, and that in the present cases no 
appeal lay.

After these eight countries have 
subscribed to the loan there will be a 
small residue, which will he offered to 
investors in Germany. The terms of issue 
are virtually identical in the various 
markets. The bond is dated October 15tn, 
1924, and matures in twenty-five. years. 
It is offered to the investor at ninety-two 
and bears interest at the rate of seven per 
cent. It is expected that the British 
share will be over-subscribed soon after it 
is placed on the market.

POISONOUS ALCOHOL 
SOLD AS IRISH.

“Graft” alcohol, totalling $100,000 a 
month, has been reported under investigation 
by the District. Attorney’s Office oan 
Federal Grand Jury. 
“ Bootleggers ' have been putting great 
quantities .of “ denatured ” alcohol into circu- 
lation in Chicago, under fancy liquor labels. 
Many pe im " have been getting from 
500 to 1,800 gallons a month according to the 
investigators. ) 

Investigators stumbled upon a big scandal 
as they were tracing out the ramifications of 
the Sacramental wine “‘ graft,”’ which is said 
to have been worth: $35,000 a month to the 
same “ring” that is getting rich from the 
alcohol leak. As in the wine case, they found 
the mysterious “ John the Greek,’’ the under- 
taker, looming up as a central figure in the 
conspiracy | 

“Greek John,” who has vanished from his 
customary’ place inside the “Prohibition En- 
forcement Offices,”’ sold the alcohol to ‘“‘ boot- 
leggers’’ through bogus manufacturers of 
perfumes and hairdressers’ supplies, and like 
products, according to the investigation, He 
was a go-between, keeping the outside 
members of the “ring’’ in touch with those 
shareholders who had Government positions. 

Through “Greek John, the manufacturers 
got Govérnment permits to buy ‘‘denatured ”’ 
alcohol. Even if turned down by. the Pro- 
hibition officials they apparently had only to 
see ‘‘John the Greek’ to secure ample 
supplies, in some mysterious manner. As the 
investigaiors have it, the bogus manufacturers 
simply sold their permits to “ bootleggers,’’ 
who take the poisonous ‘‘denatured’”’ alcohol 
and re-distilled it or ‘‘ cooked it-over.” Thus 
made palatable, the alcohol was coloured and 
put into bottles for sale as imported Scotch 
or Irish whiskey.

In the next ten years his only 
publications in book form were two volumes 
of poetry, which. revealed him as a or An 
of the Parnassian school. Zola had spilled 
many volumes and fathered, a movement be- 


fore Anatole France ventured another volume. 
In 1879 appeared ‘‘Jocaste et le chat maigre,”’ 
and in 18681. ‘Le Crime de Sylvestre 
Bonnard,”’ the work by which during some 
years he was best known in other countries. 
Followed, slowly, ' eas WDesirs de Jean 
Servien,” ‘‘ Le Livre de mon amt,’* ‘* Nos 
enfants,’’ and ‘‘ Balthazar.”’ 

The list of books does not, however, tell 
completely of M. France’s activity. His 
critical articles in the journals and reviews— 
chiefly in the TZ emps—were largely the 
grounds of the esteem in which he 
was held in that first period. They 
were marked by a distant note of criticism— 
distinct through qualities of reserve and dis- 
cretion. not found in the outpourings of the 
noisy champions of movements and ‘‘schools ; 
a learning, pervasive but not paraded, which 
gave him authority, and, above all, by a rare 
quality of style. In 1890 four volumes pre- 
serving many of those critical studies were 
published under the title '' La vie litteraire. 

That, also, was the year of “ Thais,’’ which 
is but poorly described as a psychological 
novel. The story of an actress and courtesan 
of Alexandria, whom a hermit converts, but 
with the. loss of his own soul, its theme 1s 
hardly less remarkable than the treatment 
and setting. The work gained him a name in 
many countries, and sealed his reputation 
among his.own countrymen. Thereafter his 
production came at a greater rate. Of half a 
dozen books published in as many years, 
“ Les Opinions de Monsieur Jerome Cog; 
niard,”’ ‘‘ Te Ings Rouge,” and '' Le Jardin 
d’Epicure ". are. the more notable. | 

NEW FORM OF NOVEL. i 

Next, in the closing years of the century, 
came four volumes, beginning with ‘‘ L’Orme 
du Mail,’’ which together exhibit a new form 
ofthe novel, since followed by other author® 
not’ only cf his own country—a novel without 
a plot, it has been described, permitting a 
play of opinion on contemporary institutions 
and movements through the medium. of 
fictitions characters. Thus, in the volume 
entitled “J'annau d’améthyste’’ he 
struck at the anti-Dreyfusards less violently, 
but not less shrewdly than Zola was striking.

M. France as a contemporary philosopher, 
though, indeed, he was already venerable in 
thai capacity as well as in the capacity of 
critic of letters. He had been admitted to 
the Academy ten years before. 
WORKING TO THE LAST. 

In the first ten years of the new century 
works in various forms—novels, criticism, 
pronouncements on affairs of State—-appeared 
at the rate of one a year. His book, 
“ U'Eglise et la Republique’’ appeared in 
1905, the year before the separation measure 
was passed, Among other works of this 
period may be named ‘‘ Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dame,” the celebrated study of Jeanne d Arc, 
and “ Les Sept Femmes de la Barbe Bleu.” 
At the age of 65 the author paused, and ex- 
cept for ‘‘La Revolte dea Anges,” written

“The contract, under which a loan of 800 
million gold marks is to be issued for the 
German Government, as provided under the 
Dawes plan, was signed this (Friday) after- 
noon, the shares undertaken by the various 
markets being as follows :— 

Nominal amount :— 

$110,000,000 in the U.S.A. 
£12,000,000 in Great Britain. 
£1,500,000 in Belgium. 
£35,000,000 in France. 

. £2,500,000 in Holland. 
100,000,000 lire in Italy. 
25,200,000 kroner in Sweden. 
£3,000,000 in Switzerland. 

“It is arranged that the small residue re- 
quired to complete the full amount of 800 
million gold marks will be taken in Germany. 

“The contract for issue becomes effective 
upon receipt oí official notification from the 
Reparation Commission that it has com- 
pleted its action, subordinating the present 
reparation claims against Germany to the 
lien of this loan, and that it has taken the 
necessary action for putting the Dawes plan 
completely into effect. , 

“The terms of issue in the various markets 
are practically identical, the bond being dated 
October 15, 1924, niaturing in twenty-five 
years, bearing 7 per cent. interest, and being 
offered to the investor at 92, thus yielding ap- 
proximately 7} per cent. to maturity. Ade- 
quate sinking funds are provided. The public 
issue in all the markets will be as nearly 
simultaneously as possible.’’

MOST POWERFUL IN THE 
WORLD.

What is probably the largest and most 
powerful oi] engine in the world is now under 
construction by the firm of Blohm and Voss, 
Hamburg. 

This engine, which has been ordered for 
the electric power ‘statioh at: Hamburg, ‘will 


| develop 15,000 h.p., while the largest:internal 


combustion motor built. hitherto develops only 
8000 li.p., this last-named having been con- 
struéted in England, 

@ The giant German engine is a nine-cylinder; 
double-acting, two-stroke motor, constructed 
from ‘the latest designs of the Augsburg- 
Nuremburg machine works, whose licence the 
'Hambubg firm holds. With a diameter of 
}inches, each ‘cylinder develops 1,670 - h.p.,; 
whereas an output of 1,000 h.p. per cylinder 
previously has been considered remarkable, 

_ Although this big engine is to be employed 
in a power station, it could be adapted for 
propelling simply by fitting reversing gear. Its 
construction opens up new possibilities for the 
development of motor shipping; for two such 
engines installed in a ship would develop 
50,000 h.p., which exceeds the power generated 
by the steam machinery of many fast ocean 
iners,

THIRD INTERNATIONAL RACE.

A BUSY. SESSION. 
TWO CONTROVERSIAL 
- MEASURES. 
——_+——__ 
By Ovr PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
When it has disposed of the remaining 


stages of the Boundary, Bill; ‘on Wednes 
day, the Dail will be asked by President 
Cosgrave to continue in session instead of 
adjourning for another week’s holiday. 

More than ordinary interest attaches to 
the proceedings in Leinster House during 
the latter half of this week. On Thursday 
and Friday the Dail will begin to discuss 
the Committee stages of the Local Govern- 


‘ment Bill and the Intoxicating Liquor 


Bill—two of the most important and most 
controversial measures of the session. 


At the moment, the genera] interest on this 
side of the Channel is centred in Wednesday's 
debate on the Boundary Bill. To the motion: 
“That the bill be now read a second time, 
the leader of the Labour Party has tabled 
the following amendment :— 

“To delete all the words after ‘ that,’ and 
substitute: ‘It is the opinion of the Dail 
that the non-appointment of the Commis- 
sion provided for by Article 12 of the 
Treaty of December 6th, 1921, in the 
manner required br the Treaty, invalidates 
any action taken by the Northern Parlia- 
ment under the same Article, and that. 
therefore, Articles 14 and 15 automatically 
become operative; and the Dail is further 
of the opinion that the Executive Council 
should forthwith take whatever course they 
deem to be necessary to give effect to the 
Treaty in respect to the Government of 
Northern Ireland.’ ”’ 


PRESIDENT’S INTERVIEW. 


It is improbable that outside the ranks of 
his own party, Mr. Johnson will discover any 
support for his amendment. It is tabled 
cbviously less in the hope that it will receive 
sympathetic consideration than in the belief 
that it will provide suitable material for a 
full dress debate on what the Labour leader 
regards as two or three vital aspects of the 
situation. The amendment seems to have 
been drafted with an ingenious advertence to 
certain points made by President Cosgrave in 
a Press interview several months ago. The 
contention of the President. then was that 
Northern Ireland, having exercised a certain 
option without fulfilling the condition at- 
tached to it, could not in law, or in fact, 
be said to have contracted out of the juris- 
diction of the Free State, and that the non- 
fulfilment of the condition, therefore, in- 
validated the option exercised by the 
Northern Parliament. 

Mr: Johnson’s amendment is merely a re- 
petition of the same argument. “Tf 
the amendment were passed,” he said 
last Saturday, ‘‘the effect of it would 
be that we would hold that the Free State 
exists for the whole of Ireland, the Northern 
Parliament continuing in its present form.”’ 

It is anticipated that important contribu. 
tions to the debate on the amendment will be 
made by some of the Independent members 
and by at least one member of Mr. McGrath’s 
group. The feeling—indeed, it is more—has 
been growing steadily in the country that the 
Boundary Commission can settle nothing, and 
it is not too much to anticipate that the 
same feeling will find some echo in the Dail 
on Wednesday. 

There is little question that the bill will 
have passed through all its stages in the 
Dail by the time the House rises in the even- 
ing. It is not likely to occupy a very much 
larger space of time in the Senate, which 
meets on Thursday, to receive it. I under- 
stand that the British Government will either 
on Thursday or on Friday receive a formal 
intimation that the bill has been passed by 
the Oireachtas, and that the appointment of 
the third Commissioner—the representative of 
Northern Ireland—will be announced hy 
Saturday,...The dissolution of the }mperial 
Parliament. will not in ‘any way prevent the 
Commission then from proceeding to the dis- 
charge of its functions. 

Suggestions of certain differences in the 
Cabinet have helped to focus interest «n the 
commg .session, and the proceedings at 
Leinster House for the next couple of months 
will be watched for some indication of the 
trath or otherwise of the many disturbing 
rumours which have been, and are still, 
current. 


NEW MINISTER. 


Quite apart from possible ‘‘ developments ” 
in that connection, there are other matters 
which are likely- to attract considerable in- 
terest early in the session. . The nomination 
of the new Minister of Defence may be ex- 
pected to be forthcoming before the end of 
another month, while the report of the four 
European éxperts on the Siemens proposals 
for the development of the Shannon is likely 
to be laid before the Dail within the next 
fortnight. An important step in the direc- 
tion of the administration of the Trade Loans 
(Guarantee) Act by the appointment of the 
Advisory Committee is promised within the 
present week, and the names of the Com- 
mittee will be available for members of the 
Dail before Friday. 

Five by-elections in the Free State remain 
still to be contested, and the writs for all 
the vacancies will, I understand, be issued 
by the 25th inst. Up to the present only 
one candidate has been selected by the 
Cumann na nGaedheal organisation, but the 
selection of the remaining four cannot be de- 
layed very much longer. To-night an im- 
portant meeting of the Ard-Chumann of the 
organisation is to be addressed by President 
Cosgrave at the headquarters in Parnell 
square, and it is not unlikely that some re- 
ference to the elections will be made by him. 


NORTHERN ELECTIONS. 


The report that the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians has invited Mr. John D. Nugent 
to contest the Tyrone-Fermanagh con- 
stituency in the elections to the Imperial 
Parliament is causing some concern to 
Nationalists, since a three-cornered fight 
would obviously increase the chances of the 
Unionist candidate considerably. In. con- 
versation with me last night, Mr. Nugent 
declined to confirm or deny the statement 
that he had been invited to contest the seat 
as the nominee of the A.O.H. organisation. 
“I have only just returned from London,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and until I have communicated 
with the organisation I cannot say anything 
about the matter.”’

The manifestos on which the three parties go 
to the country are before the eyes of the 


people. While it is rot possible on a first 


examination to consider all the particular 
roposals they severally contain the broad 
issue which they submit to the judgment of 
the nalaon is clear. The Labour Government, 
treading in the footsteps of Mr. Macdonald, 
seek to represent their overthrow as the re- 
sult of a mean intrigue between Conserva- 
tives and Liberals on a matter of trivial mo- 
ment. They affect to treat the demand for 
inquiry into the withdrawal of a prosecution 
for inciting the King’s soldiers to mutiny 
under alleged political pressure as a 
maneuvre too transparent to need discussion, 
and they pass it by with ostentatious silence. 
It was no pretext, as they will find out in the 
next few weeks. It is a very real and a very 

grave accusation, amply supported by prima 
facie evidence. But the Labour Government 
are right in holding that it was not the real 
cause of their fall. It was the occasion: the 
cause is in the doctrines avowed, and the 
programme foreshadowed in their official 
manifesto. They have held office from the 
first upon sufferance. They have known 
all along that any open attempt to 
trust such doctrines and such a pro- 
ramme upon Parliament would immediately 
ead to the ‘‘ partisan combination’’ they 
denounce for forcing an. unnecessary election 
on the country. They knew that the Russian 
Treaties as a concession to these doctrines and 
an instalment of this programme-would in- 
evitably lead to their defeat when submitted 
to Parliament. They preferred to be beaten 
en a question which they think it easier to 
misrepresent before popular audiences, an 

having deliberately provoked a fall, they abuse 
the Oppositions for interrupting their benefi- 
cent labours. 

The Conservative manifesto asks for power 
to solve ‘‘the urgent industrial and social 
problems of the day” on ‘practical and 
common-sense lines,” and it points out very 
faithfully how completely. the Labour Govern- 
ment has failed to solve them. It loudly 
professed to have the only positive remedy 
for unemplovment, which Mr. Baldwin treats 
now, as he did a year ago, as being “' the most 
serious of all the problems of the day.”

In the 
pursuit of that policy he sees that the conduct 
of our foreign affairs must commend itself to 
the Dominions, “and must be carried out. in 
closest consultation with their Governments.”’

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TURKISH ASSURANCES. 

The gravity of the situation on the frontier 
f Iraq has at last heen admitted officially tv 
the Turks, says Z'he Times Constantinople 
Correspondent. The tenour of the Turkish 
reply does not reveal a complete climb down, 
but at the same time the document contains 
coneihatory remarks. 

The Turks deny that their military activities 
are growing or that there have been any fresh 
concentrations. They maintain that they 
never concealed their intention to punish 
the Assyrians who captured Halil Rifaat Bey. 
the Turkish Vali of Hakkiari, and that these 
measures were announced both to the British 
Government and to the League of Nations at 
Geneva. The task is now completed, and the 
bulk of the Turkish troops have for a week 
past been withdrawn towards the rear.

Turks claim that the League’s decision of 
September 30 is being scrupulously observed.

TRAIN WRECKERS, 
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ATTEMPT ON LIFE OF A CHINESE

PEKIN, Sunday. 

A crude attempt to blow tp General Wu 
Pei-Fu’s train was made yesterday morning 
beyond Tientsin, when two galvanised -tins, 
slightly larger than petrol tins, were placed 
on the line. A preceding train brushed aside 
the tins, from one of which a white powder, 
said to be high explosive, spilled out. The 
detonator, however, was untouched. The 
tins were afterwards apparently replaced on 
the line. Two Russian railwaymen who found

LATEST WIRELESS 
MESSAGES.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Sunday. 
“Let go!” At exactly 6.57 a.m. to-day 
this command was given in the immense 
hangar of the Zeppelin works here, and the 
Z. R. 3 started on her long flight to America. 
A band played ‘‘ Deutschland uber Alles. 
A throatv cheer came from the immense 
crowd gathered on the flying field, and 
sluggishly the Z. R. 3 mounted into the fog, 
and headed clear of the hangar. A swirl of 
eddying vapour, and the big hull melted into 
the mist. 

She appeared again, and the German flag, 
flying behind the last power car, showed dis- 
tinctly. 

Then the fog closed in again and she was 
gone Another few seconds and even the 
sound of her motors was deadened by the 
blanket-like fog, and then was no longer 
heard. 

We on the ground had no idea of her 
course. As far as Basle it was decided that 
she should follow the Rhine Valley. There she 
might proceed north along the Rhine or south 
towards the Loire. It * as not until two 
hours later that we learned that she was mak- 
ing steady progress down the Rhine, and soon 
wonld be turning towards the Atlantic. 

Everyone here has breathed a sigh of relief. 
The long month§ of waiting, of difficulties, of 
mistakes and of friction which have delaved 
the departure of the giant air cruiser, have 
now been forgotten in the realisation that the 
trans-Atlantic flight has at last really started. 

No foolhardy chances were taken. LEvery- 
thing that could be done to ensure the safety 
of the airship and her crew was done. The 
offcers in command are convinced that thé 
long battle with unsatisfactory motors has 
been won, and that the aircraft's motive 
plant will operate smoothly. 


OVER THE ATLANTIC, 


PARIS, Sunday. 

At 8.40 this morning the Zeppelin signalled 
by wireless that she was over French territory, 
cand the aerodrome at Le Bourget received a 

ntreless message that she had passed over 
Belfort at 9 o'clock. 

No further communication was received 
from the airship until late this afternoon, 
when she wirelessed her position at 3 o'clock 
as being over the Gironde River, having flown 
over the port of Bordeaux. 

The 7. R. 3 is now over the Atlantic, and 
wireless aeronautical circles are anxiously 
awniting her next wireless message. 

According to the route planned she will 
make for the Azores Islands. The weather 
and temperature over the Atlantic, according 
to messages wirelessed by the 7. R. 3, are 
favourable. 

Unless she experiences some accident. the 
dirigible is due to land at Lakehurst Aero- 
drome within 80 hours.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

According to a wireless message from 
Zeppelin Z.R.3., picked up by the Nordeich 
Station, her position at 9.36 p.m., Centra!

The message was received with feelings of 
relief in Berlin, as owing to interruptions in 
the wireless, her position was uncertain.

SLIGHT SHORTAGE, BUT NO 
INCREASE IN PRICES. 

Fruit crops are likely to be slightly short 
thas winter, but there should be no fear of 
dear Christmas fruit. 

A Reuter message from Ottawa states that 
the Department of Agriculture estimates the 
total apple crop of Canada at 2.362.315 
barrels from East Canada, and 2,590,000 
boxes from British Columbia, compared with 
5,259,850 barrels and 3,700,000 boxes last 
year. 

A leading fruit importer at Covent Garden 
told a reporter that the whole American 
supply is short. ‘* We depend on the Ameri- 
can supply at this season,” he said. “The 
Australian fruit does not come until 
April. I do not think the shortage will he 
serious; it should not make any great 
difference in prices.” 

The dried fruit market is also likely to re- 
main stationary.

A proposal for a series of four international 
horse races in 1925, two to be run in Kentucky 
and two in New York, has been laid before 
Mr. August Belmont, Chairman of the Jockey 
Club, by Mr. Matt J. Winn, General Manager 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club. 

The proposal involves an aggregate purse of 
$200,000 for the series, for which the best of 
Kurope’s thoroughbreds would be invited to 
compete with American horses.

The first would be at a mile. the 
second at a mile and a furlong, the third at a

The three parties have issued their 
election manifestos. The outstanding 
points are set out below. :

RIGID ECONOMY: MORE HOUSES: 
IMPERIAL UNITY. 


The Conservative election manifesto, as was 
the case last year, takes the form of an elec- 
tion address by Mr. Stanley Baldwin to his 
Bewdley constituents. The document was 
issued last night, and says (in part) :— 

By dissolving Parliament the Government 
are, no doubt, also hoping to obscure their 
utter failure to deal with unemployment, or 
to make good the boast that “they possessed 
the only positive remedy for that most serious 
cf all the problems of the day. The wunein- 
ployment situation is as grave, if not graver, 
than it was a year ago. 

The Unionist Party would be unfaithful to 
its principles and to its duty if it did not 
treat the task of grappling with the unemploy: 
ment of our people and with the serious condi- 
tion of industry as a primary obligation. 
While a general tariff is no part of our pro 
gramme, we are determined to safeguard the 
employment and standard of living of ou 
people in any efficient industry in which they 
sre imperilled by unfair foreign competition, 
hy applying the principle of the Safeguarding 
of Industries Act, or by analogous measures. 

Without such provision the carrying out of 
‘he nolicv embodied in the Dawes report, in 
‘self desiraLle as calculated to secure German 
eparations, and to restore stable economic 
conditions in Europe, might only prove disas- 
trous to eurselves. 

The burden of taxation wéighs heavily upon 
industry and trade, diminishes real wages, 
and in a variety of ways adds to the cost of 
living. To assist in relieving the community 
of this burden, the most rigid economy in ad- 
ministration is essential. 

To strengthen and develop the Empire ty 
every possible means is, indeed, the first and 
dominant item in our policy, believing, as we 
do, that only through the fullest co-operation 
of the partner States of the British Common- 
wealth can the common peace, security, and 
prosperity of each and all of us be assured. 

The same principles must underly our policy 
in relation to the outside world. he foreign 
policy of this country must be such ag will 
commend itself to the Dominions, and must 
he carried on in closest consultation with their 
(,overnments. 

I regard it as vital that the great basic 
industry of agricu!ture should be not merely 
preserved, but restored to a more prosperous 
condition as an essential balancing element in 
the economic social life of the country. The 
Unionist Party will summon a representative 
conference in the hope of arriving at an 
agreed policy by which the arable acreage 
may be maintained and regular employment 
and adequate wages secured to the agricul- 
tural worker. 

We shall promote the provision of small and 
cottage buildings by affording facilities for 
occupation and ownership. 

Next to the problem of unemployment, the 
rravest of our domestic problems still is the 
housing problem. Something more, 
however, is required if the rate of building is 
to he materially increased. and houses are to 
mroduced .capable of being let at a rent 
approaching that which can be afforded by 
the poorer classes : 

This end can only be achieved by the em- 
ployment of new materials and new methods 
of construction.

A PLEA FOR THE TREATY WITH 
RUSSIA. 


The official election manifest» of ‘the 
Labour Party, issued yesterday, opens with 
the following passage :— 

The supreme need of this country as to the 
whole .world is peace among the nations and 
the restoration of industry and commerce. 
For this the Labour Government has con- 
tinuously worked, and it has already achieved 
much. 

lt has insisted on maintaining in the spirit, 
as in the letter, the honourable — binding 
Treaty with the Irish Free State, no less than 
the agreement with the Northern Province. 
it has maintained, and even strengthened, 
the ties of sentiment with the Dominions, 
upon which, rather than upon either force of 
any Imperialism, the very existence of the 
Lritish Commonwealth of Nations depends. 

The embittered relations between France 
and Germany left by the disastrous tangles 
of preceding Governments have been im- 
proved, and cordial relations established be- 
tween this country and France. Important 
steps have been taken at Geneva towards 
arbitration, security, and general disarma- 
mont, 

The Labour Government has refused to ex- 
clude from this general pacification the 
Kussian people, with whom it is essential te 
resume our trade in the interests of our un- 
employed and the country, as a whole. 

The Treaties with Russia, now awaiting 
ratification, open up for our fishing industry 
thousands of square mile of additional dishing 
ground, and provide for new outlets. for our 
manufactures and our coal When ‘compen- 
sation has been secured to British subjects for 
their losses in Russia a third Treaty will be 
negotiated providing for the raising—from 
private financiers—by Russia of a loan, the 
interest and sinking fund charges on which 
shall be guaranteed by Great Br'tain. 

After referring to the Housing Act, and 
the remission of food taxes contained in the 
Budget, the manifesto proceeds to discuss 
work or maintenance for unemployed, pre- 
vention of profiteering in building materials, 
reorganisation of the mining industry on the 
lines of national ownership, continuance and 
amendment of the Rent Restriction Acts, 
taxation of land values, national electrical 
development, Royal Commission of Inquiry 
into the Licensing Laws, development of 
unified railway and canal system in national 
ownership, prevention of ‘‘rings’’ in food. 
stuffs, improvement of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Acts, pensions for widowed mothers 
with children. :

STRANGE CASE AT BIRR. 


At the Birr Circuit Court, before Judge 
Wakely, Peter Kearns, Lisclooney, appealed 
against a sentence of six months’ imprison- 
ment, imposed at Birr District Court, under 
the Public Safety Act, for failing, as alleged, 
to account for possession of a clock value for 
about £10. 

Mr. Rogers, State Solicitor, prosecuted, and 
Mr. Loughrey appeared for the defence. 

Sergeant = ay Ferbane, gave evidence 
that on 22nd Sentember last, on a search 
warrant, he searched defendant's house and 
found a clock which he believed to be the 
one he was looking for. He asked Kearns to 
account for it, and Kearns said that he would 
not, but if witness, brought the person who 
owned ‘it to identify it he would say where 
he got it. The witness went there on_ the 
24th September with Inspector Dennehy, Birr, 
and Mrs. Waller Sawyer, when the defendant 
said: ‘‘ The house was raided last night and 
they took the clock, and 1 suppose it was ye 
sent them there.”’ 

Mrs, Waller Sawyer gave evidence that pre- 
vious-to December, 1921, she had resided ‘at 
Moystown House. Hunston House; close by, 
had been occupied by British military.

Sin,-Your article, ‘“A Dying Tongue,” 
was sad reading. How comes it that Scots- 
men, once the most fiercely national race on 
earth, have let their beautiful and expressive 
tongue'die? ‘Yennyson, writing of a visit to 
Seotland to Aubrey de Vere, said: ‘‘ On the 
whole, perhaps, I enjoyed no day more than 
the one I spent at Kirk Alloway by the monu- 
ment of poor Burns, and the orehards and 
‘banks and braes of bonny Doon.’ I made a 
pilgrimage thither out of love for the great 
peasant; they were gathering in the wheat 
and the spirit of the man mingled or seemed 
to mingle with all I saw. I know you do mot 
care much for him, but I do, and hold that 
theré néver was immortal poet if he be not 
one,” Speaking to Edward FitzGerald about 
this day by Doon side, Tennyson said: “I 
can’t tell. how it was, Fitz, but. I fell into a 
passion of tears “—“ and A. ‘I’. not given to 
the melting mood at. all,’’ said Edward Fitz- 
Gerald. ‘ennyson admired the skill with 
which Burns, by a few strokes of genius,
